Dr. Lebrecht testified that his exam- 
ination of the body of Bessie Barnes re- 
vealed that the bullet fired from 
pistol, in the hands of Mrs. 
Struck the breast bone and was defiect- 
ed, passing through the body, 
ing the aorta and causing the 
rhage that proved fatal, and 
against the vertebra. The right hand 
of the girl. he stated, was powder- 
burned, shewing that the shot must 
have been fired at close range. 

Morris Roth of 2918 Pine street, who 
was the slain girl's flance, was then 
Placed on the stand. He testified that 
he*had been engaged to Bessie Barnes 
for several months. and that it was 
hie custom to call on her three or four 
iimes a week. He was at the Barnes 
house July 16, 1905, the day of the 
girls death. With others he was sit- 
ting on the front steps of 2700 Lu- 
cas avenue. which*was one of the 
three boarding houses. 2700, 2702 and 
2704. managed by Mrs. Barnes, the 
Slain girl's mother. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carder boarded with 
Mrs, Barnes, doing light housekeeping 
and occupying two rooms. While he 
‘Was there Carder came to the house 
in a wagon with two other men, Leav- 
ing the two men outside, Carder en- 
tered and was going upstairs when 
stopped by Mrs. Barnes, who asked 
him what he intended taking away 
from the house. He replied that he 
wanted to remove some clothing, dish- 
es and a bed. 


Tells of Quarre!. 


Mrs. Barnes replied that he could 
take the clothing and dishes, but not 
the bed, to which Carder answered 
that the bed wes not his property and 
he could not leave it there. 

Carder and Mrs. Barnes got into an 
aTRumMment. and witness then spoke to 
Carder, telling him he ought to 

“square up” with Mrs. Barnes. They 
exchanged angry words and finally 
clinchei in the hall. While they were 
struggling together witness saw Mrs. 
Carder coming down the stairs with a 
revolver in her hand. As she _  de- 
seended she cried 

“If anybody tnterferes with us 
they'll find that we're the toughest 
proposition they ever encountered!” 

Mrs. Carder was standing on .-the 
Stairs, witness said. with the revolv- 
* er pointed at him, the witness, when 
' Bessie Barnes came down the stairs 
behind her. Bessie Barnes cried out: 

“Don't you shoot Mr. Roth!” 

As the girl uttered these words. 
Roth testified, Mrs. Carder turned, 
pointed the revoiver at her and fired. 
Bessie Burnes moved back § several 
fieps after being shot and then fell. 
When witness saw her fall he ran out 
to get a doctor. 


Roth Corrohorated, 
Attorney Harvey for the defense 
cross-examined Roth and brought out 
the names of a number of witnesses for 
the prosecution. His line of cross-ex- 
amination indicated that he intended 
to attack the characters of certuin of 
the prosecution's witnesses. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Dunn was 
witness. She testified that she was now 
living at Saticia, Mo., but that she was 
boarding at the Barnes house at the 
time of the killing of Bessie Barnes. 
Hier story of the ‘shooting did not dif- 
fer materially from that told by Roth. 
Mrs. Dunn testified, however, that 
there was ill-feeling between the Card- 
ere and the Barnes. She said that 
once Mrs. Carder had asked her if she 
knew that she was living in an im- 
roper place. Witness replied that she 
id not, and, later, she investigated and 
found that the charge was not true. 
This conversation took piace on the day 
before the shooting of Bessie Barnes. 
and witness said that Mrs. Carder told 
her also that Mrs. Barnes’ had whipped 
a baby which she. witness, had lett in 
Mra. Barnes’ charge when she went 
downtown. Whilee Mrs. Carder was 
talking. witnesses testified, she seemed 
to think that Bessie Barnes was listen- 
ing at the door, and said that she 
would shoot Bessie or any of the family 
ho interfered with her. Mrs. Carder 
showed witness a revolver and when 
laked if it was loaded replied in the af- 
firmative. This conversation took place 
on the Saturday before the Sunday when 
ssie Barnes was killed.

Mrs. Ora Orchard, sister of Bessie 
Barnes, followed Mrs. Dunn ax a wit- 


ness. Her story of the killing of Bes- 
aie Barnes agreed in the main with 
those of Mrs. Dunn and Roth, but dif- 
fered in one dramatic point. 

Mrs. Orchard testified § that 

Carder came downstairs with 
the revolver in her hand, Carder and 
Roth were struggling with eac h other 
in the hall, and that Mrs. Carder 
rushed to her husband and handed 
him the revolver. He handed it back 
to her, and it was then that Bessie 
Barnes came downtairs and that Mrs. 
Carder turned and shot her. 

Mrs. Orchard was cross-examined by 
his questions beari>g¢ 
principally on the characters of 
bearders at the Barnes house.

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GIRL STABBERS ARE TYPES 
WELL KNOWN TO ALIENISTS 


_ Dr. R. v. Krafft-Ebing, professor of psychology in the University 
of Vienna, Austria, in a book of which he is the author, and which 
is celebrated among physicians, tells of a soldier who, at the age of 30 
years, became the subject of legal investigation, and who was known 
as ‘the girl-stabber of Bozen.” 

“At different times, and in different places, he had wounded girls 
with pocket knives or pen knives by stabbing them in the abdomen.” 
He was possessed of a feeling which “found satisfaction only in the 
thought or act of stabbing persons of the female sex. This impulse would 
pursue him for days at a time. He would then pass into a confused 
mental state,” which would clear away when he realized that this deed 
had been accomplished. The satistaction he experienced “was increased 
by the sight of hlood on tine knife. He was considered a peculiar, very 
irritable man, shy of people, fond of women, moody and glum. Of shame 
and regret for his deeds no traces were ever found,” 

Dr. Krafft-Ebing also tells of “the girl-cutter of Augsburg.” 
a wine merchant, and first cut a girl at the age of 19 years. 
only young and pretty girls. After such an act he always was troubled 
with qualms of conscience. Up to his thirty-second year he pursued 
this process of cutting, but was always careful not to wound the girls 
dangerously. From that time until his thirty-sixth year he was able 
to control his impulse. In his thirty-seventh vear fhe was detected and 
arrested. In his lodgings were found a collection of daggers, sword-

“His external appearance was rather pleasing. He lived in very 


good circumstances, but was peculiar and shy.”

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MR. MULVIHILL AND THE CLUBS. 

In the beginning of Gov. Folk’s enforcement of the 
hunday closing law against the dramshops, the Post- 
Dispatch called attention to the essential injustice 
in an enforcement of the law which practically dis- 
eriminated between those who were able to belong 
to a club and those who were compelled to obtain 
refreshments at saloons. We called attention also 
to the fact that the only Sunday closing law en- 
forced was that prohibiting the opening of saloons on 
Sunday. : 
Gov. Folk’s: defense of the narrow limits of his 





enforcement order was that Supreme Court decisions 
had left practically no part of the Sunday closing 
laws valid except that directed against the saloons. 
Despite the Supreme Court decision that clubs were 
not dramshops within the meaning of the Jaw and 
were not therefore compelled to take out State li- 
ecenses, Excise Commissioner Mulvihill announces his 
intention to enforce the law against clubs of all 
kinds. He admits the injustice of the rule which per- 
mits the rich man’s club to dispense liquors on Sun- 


_day, while the poor man’s saloon is closed, and says 


that one of the difficulties of his efforts to close the 
saloons and the smaller clubs, which have taken the 
plage of saloons, is the charge of discrimination. He 
assumes that the Supreme Court “was not sure of its 
ground” when it decided that a ciub was not amena- 
ble to the dramshop law, and that another case, 
brought under different conditions, would bring out 
a contrary decision. 

It is difficult to see how Mr. Mulvihill is to get 
his case into the courts, but there is nothing like 
trying. A club has generally been regarded as ina 
sense the home of its members—sometimes it is so 
in fact as well as in a sense. But if Mr. Mulvihill 
succeeds in having the courts declare that the clubs 
are dramshops, he will at least wipe out the gross 
discriminaten resulting from the enforcement of the 
law as at present interpreted. 

But if the Supreme Court can be induced to re- 


_ yerse its decision on the subject of clubs, perhaps it 


can be induced to take a different view of the entire 
Sunday closing law. Perhaps a new decision might 
give fresh life to the laws regulating the conduct 
of the people on Sundays, which have been thrust 
aside as not enforceable. Perhaps, when the sub- 
ject is reopened, the courts might be induced great- 
ly to, extend the prohibtion-against Sunday drinking. 
The principal argument in favor of cutting off the 
sale pf liquor on Sunday is that it promotes moral- 
ity, uces disorder and crime, and if that argu- 
ment is a valid reason for cutting people off from 
obtaining refreshments on one day in the weck, it 
is valid for cutting them off every day in the week 
and pt all times and places. It is valid to the ex- 
tremé limit of prohibition.

Lawrence Tighe Seriously In- 
-jured in Boxers’ Match in 
New York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Lawrence 
Tighe, 16 years old, of 272 Bond 
street, Brooklyn. was knocked out and 
perhaps fatally injured in a boxing 
bout at the Sir John Athletic Club in 
Brooklyn last night. He was taken to 
the hospital in a state of collapse and 
up to an early hour this morning had 
not been revived by the physicians. 
About 100 men attended. There had 
been two fairly even rounds with Riv- 
érs and the final round was half over 
when Rivers, it is alleged, sent his 
right to Tighe’s body, striking square- 
ly above the nerve center called the 
solar plexus. Tighe crumpled up, and 
as he fell his opponent drove hard to 
his jaw. ‘Tighe’s seconds could _ not 
arouse him, and he was taken from 
the ring unconscious. After a phy- 
Sician had failed to revive him the 


boy was removed to the hospital. 
After surgeons had worked for 
hours over the body, Dr. William 
Bliss, head of the hospital staff, said 
his condition was such that the out- 
come might be fatal. Tighe wes 
etruck on the solar j;lexus. Joseph 
Rivers, 16 years old, who, it is satd, 
struck Tighe,* River’s alleged man- 
ager, William J. Guilfoyle, and Wil- 
liam McDonald, the alleged referee o 
the. bout, are prisoners, charged with 
felonious assault upon Tighe.
